display. 

The opera is set on the island of Naxos where Ariadne waits for death, | 
abandoned by Theseus.

After the accident, Joni faced the questions posed by her own Christian 
faith. She went through terrible depression. She prayed for some accident or 
miracle to kill her. “The mental and physical anguish was as unbearable as the 
physical torture.” 

She tells Don about how she used to be in such pain at nights - mental or 
physical - that she wanted to cry, but this caused such frustration because if she 
cried there was no one to wipe her eyes or help her blow her nose. In those 
circumstances, Joni would “visualise Jesus standing beside me... 1 imagined. 
Him as a strong, comforting person, saying specifically to me, “Lo, 1 am with 
you always.”
